The Preface to the Premonition. 


T my firſ# approach to this City out of the Country, I was faluted 
{ \\ withthis whichDs4s hath vented againlt the King, Kingdom and City; 
which peruſing, I was in a great ſuſpence, and. my thoughtscaſt in dubious 
ſcales whar to think of it : Charity that is candid, and not raſhly credulous, 
cauſed me to conceit that it was but ſome meer fiftion or chywera, invent- 
ed like many idle Pamphlets,coined news,feigned Paſſages and Declarations, -. 
like beggars paſſports made under a hedg, and as the Ps fraudes, the lying 
legends of Monks and Friers, divulged by our vulgar Mcrcuries, ro ſqueaze 
monies from the gulled credulities of Plebeiaws : withall; when I heard that 
ſomeCatilinarians,Church and State-firebrands,did employ theirAgents,as 
the devils working-tools, to coin and mint out of- Plato's forge lewd and 
loud lyes, ſcandals and fatyrical inyeRives, only to {ovy the ſeeds of diviſion, 
and caſt their Atz's brands and balls hetwixt King and Parliament,camp and 
city,to render them ſtill in a further diſtance, I conjetured this pay-{quth to 
be of that nature : ſogiving no more credit to it then to &£/ops Fables, or 
a Canterbury tale, 1 ihghted ic 
But two days after diſcourſing with one, what he thought of the truth of 
it,he pY this hint, that one accidentally meeting with theCopy, printed and 
publiſhed it; and that there came two men, [which in probabilicy were 
Croply and Hzae, the ſubſcribers to it] who were very inquiſitive after the 
ſaid Pabliſher, being in ſome paſſion that it was divulged without their 
conſent ; adding withal, that he need not to have printed it in corners, nor 
ro have vented it in hugger-mugger ; ſince all the paſſages in it were true, as 
they world conf:um by their oaths: This paiſige gave me ſome lizht inco 
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the realliry of it, and was ſome inducement unto me, to think it wasnct al. 
together fabulous. Yet, notwighſtanding all this,my charity was of ſo large 
a 7ze, that I thought ic was but one Dgtor Dulmars opinion, the [gnis 
Fatnus,or Bratum Frilmen of onc Bragadochian ſoldier;the fookbolt ſoon 
ſhot, of one ohn Dias, whoſe tongue ran wrong Bias. Hence I thought ir 
as unworthy of my genius to anſwer it, as for an Eagle to ſtoop to a Hly, or 
an Elcphant to a Mouſe : bur belides the urgings and ſollicitings of ſome 
judicious friends, who ſpur'd me on to give ſome critical obſervations of 
the fiery and faRtious paſſages in this ſplecnitive and zeal-drunk diſcourſe : 
hoping the beſt, that the moſt and the belt in the Army had neither head, 
hand, nor h« art in theſe de{truAtive Menaces ſprinkled now in Print : yer 
fearivg the worſt,thar this *Di-aſs in preſenti, had ſome birds in the Army 
of his ownbloody feather, who ſung his notes ; (in which I was the more.
